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"HE public ſtatutes of this united kingdom have ſwelled 
to ſo great a bulk, that it has become a work of ſome 
time and labour, to find out the ſeveral acts, and 

parts of acts, which regard one ſubject. And even when this is 
done, the multitude of ſynonymous words, the many relative 
members in each ſentence, the repetitions of circumſtances, of 
exceptions, and conditions, make the ſtyle ſo verboſe, and ſo 
complicated, that a perſon who is not daily practiſed in that 
fort of language, is in danger of loſing ſight of the principal 
propoſition. Theſe inconveniencies are felt in England, but 
are ſtill more felt here in Scotland. The people in this park 
of the united kingdom have been accuſtomed to a conciſe ſtyle 
in the acts of their parliaments, and are with more difficulty 
reconciled to a ſtyle ſo very full of words, as that which pre- 
vails in the ſtatutes of late years. Beſides, the few Britiſh 
acts which extend to us, are ſcattered among a very great 
number of others, which not at all, or very little, concern 
us : and the. frequent repeal, amendment, or alteration of 
former ſtatutes, multiply and increaſe the other difficulties. 
Theſe conſiderations, joined to the general advantages of an 
alphabetical abridgment in any ſcience, induced me to under- 
take ſuch an abridgment of the public Britiſh ſtatutes, ſo far 
as they regard Scotland. I have found the labour of great 
benefit to myſelf, and I am in hopes the work may be uſeful to 
others, I. ſhall be happy, if my attempt towards the removal 
of the inconventencies above mentioned, might contribute to 
make more generally known among my countrymen, the many 
important and beneficial alterations which of late years have 

been introduced into our laws. | 
There have been many abridgers of the ſtatutes of Eng- 
land. Among theſe, the chief in rank, and the laſt in order 
of time, is John Cay, E/q; who has abridged the public ſta- 
tutes of England and of Great Britain, from Magna Charta, 
in the 9th year of King Henry III. to the 11th of his preſent 
Majeſty King George Il. Whoever looks into this large and 
uſeful performance, will find the utmoſt accuracy in point of 
matter, and the utmoſt diſtineineſs in point of method; ſo 
that nothing can well go beyond it. Had this work come 
down to the preſent time, although it is chiefly calculated for 
England, and what Parts of it regard Scotland, bear a 
f | . 85 ſmall 
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ſmall proportion to the whole, yet in that caſe T ſhould never 


have thought of doing any thing of this kind, Of the other 
abridgments of the Engliſh ſtatutes, an account is fully 
given in Mr Cay's preface; fo it needs not be here repeat- 


ed. The only attempt which has hitherto been made to- 


wards an abridgment of the Britiſh ſtatutes regarding Scot- 
land, is by Alexander Bruce, Advocate, It begins with the 
union, and comes down to the 1726. But this work, to ſay 
no more, is an index rather than an Hun. and is in 
many reſpects incompleat. 

In order to underſtand the nature of the Allowing work, 
#hree things are to be conſidered, 

1. The acts abriaged. | 

2. The manner of abridging theſe a acts. 

3. The titles under which they are placed. 

As to the acts which I have abridged, my rule has been, 
?o take all ſuch as regard either perſons refiant in Scotland, 
or perſons paſſing io and from Scotland. The firſt branch af” 
this rule needs no explication, The ſecond. comprebends the 


acts relating to ſeamen, ſhips, ſoldiers, and the like, It 


comprehends alſo thaſe relating to traders in the plantallons, 
or elſewhere, intending to bring veſſels and merchanaizes in- 
10 Scotland. Such traders would wifh to be informed, not 
only what goods may be imported into Scotland, and in what . 
packages, but alſo after what manner they muſt clear at the 
port of exportation, and what certificates they muſt bring a- 


long with them, This information is alſo neceſſary for the 


officers of the revenue in Scotland, that they may know how 
10 att with regard to ſuch ir aders, | 
Some perhaps might have wiſhed, that I had included all 
the laws that ia general regard any trade, in which the Bri- 
tiſh, whether Englith or Scots, are intereſted. But ſuch an 
attempt would have carried me beyond the defign of this 
work, and uud have felled it to too large a bulk: for it 
would have included all the acts of parliament relating to the 
tr ading companies in England, with which few people li- 
ving in Scotland can be much concerned. The like reaſen 
made me omit the acts regarding the Public funds, which 
would have been placed under the titles, AXNUITIES, 
FuxDs, ExXCcHEQUER-BILLS, SOUTH-SEA COMPAN 8 
5 (viz, ſtate-lotteries], BAN EK or EXGLAN 
aud fuch like: for though ſome fow in Scotland have in- 
tereſt in the public funds, yet I conſidered ſuch an intereſt 
to be properly an eſtate in n and that acts relative 
12> FS

0 ſuch eſtate were to be omitted in my work, for the ſame 
reaſen as acts relative to the rights or conveyances of lands 
lying locally in England. 

Except acts which fall under theſe claſſes laſt mentioned, 
7 have thought it neceſſary to include all ſuch acts as are 
doubtful in point of their extenſion to Scotland, as well as 
ſuch whereof ſome clauſes that do not extend, are inter- 
woven with others that do, and ferve to throw light upon 
them. I have even included ſome which, in my own private 
opinion, I am ſatisfied cannot have execution in Scotland; 


yet, as doubts may ariſe concerning them, I thought they could 


not well be omitted. Whence theſe doubts ariſe, will beſt ap- 


pear by a few examples. The firſt T ſhall mention, is in the 


11 Geo. 2, cap. 22. intitled, For puniſhing ſuch perſons as 
ſhall do injuries and violences to the perſons or properties 
of his Majeſty's ſubjects, with intent to hinder the exporta- 


tion of corn. Upon one hand, the intention and purpoſe of 


this act is equally beneficial to both parts of the kingdom. The 
preamble mentions this kingdom, and the nation in general. 
On the other hand, Engliſh law-terms are made uſe of through 
the whole act; and many of the clauſes evidently imply, that 
England only has been in the eye of the legiſlature, 

In the 19 Geo. 2. cap. 21. intitled, More effectually to 
prevent profane curſing and ſwearing, the preamble ſets forth 
the frequency f theſe vices, and that unleſs ſpeedily puniſhed, 
they may juſtly provoke divine vengeance to increaſe the ca- 
lamities theſe nations labour under. Nevertheleſs, in the 
6th clauſe, the penalty of 5 l. upon juſtices of peace for not 
doing their duty, is made recoverable in the courts of Welt- 
minſter : and in the 7th clauſe, it is declared, that the form 
and conviction ſhall not be removeable by Certiorari into the 
court of King's-bench ; but not a word of any court in Scot- 
land, | 


In the 13 Geo. 2. cap. 19. intitled, To reſtrain and pre- 


vent the exceſſive increaſe of horſe-races ; the preamble men- 


tions this kingdom, without reſtriction to England; yet, in 
the 6th clauſe, the penalties are declared recoverable in the 
courts of Weſtminſter, cr at the aſſizes. Examples. are 
without end. | „ | 

I ſhall only mention one other, which is the moſt remark- 
able of all. It is in the af of 8 Ann. cap. 19. intitied, 
For the encouragement of learning, &c.; where the 4th 
clauſe (which is now repealed by 12 Geo. 2. cap. 36.) 2s e- 
preſily extended to Scotland; and, at the ſame time, it my 
| | acts 
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acts the penalty on the bookſeller for ſelling books above the 


appointed rate to be recoverable in the courts of Weſtminſter. 
In this place it may be mentioned, that I thought it neceſ- 


fary to include in this abridgment ſeveral acts which Mr Cay 
has omitted. The chief of them are the whole acts concern- 


ing the forfeited eſtates in Scotland after the rebellion 1715. 
Although theſe acts were in ſome reſpect temporary in the 


execution, (which was probably Mr Cay's reaſon for omitting. 
them); yet, as the conſlitution and tranſmiſſion of many of 


our land-rights is contained in them, and can be underſtood 
from them only, they may in that ſenſe be reckoned perpetual. 


Any other acts of this claſs will beſt appear by the table of 
ſtatutes abridged, which I have ſubjoined to the work, 


The ſecond thing I propoſed to be conſidered, was the man- 
ner of abridging. With regard to this, Mr Cay's method is, 
to leave out the ſpnonymous words, and repetitions of circum- 


ſtances, of exceptions, and conditions, as well as the preambles, 


except where they are abſolutely neceſſary for underſtanding 


the enacting parts. By this method, he gives the ſenſe and 


ſubſtance of each ſtatute, not in his own words, but, as far 
as may be, in the very words of the ſtatute irſelf, keep- 
ing them in the ſame grammatical order as in the ſtatute. 


This method appearing to me the only one that could make 
an abridgment of any real uſe, 1 have endeavoured to fol- 
low it. And 1 hope it may give my work ſome merit, that I 
have even founded upon that excellent author for ſuch ſta- 


' ftutes in his work as fell within the compaſs of mine, At the 
fame time, I have taken nothing from him, without ' having 
firſt diligently compared his work with the ſtatute, and Jatif* 
fied myſelf that he was right. 


I propoſed to mention, in the third place, the titles nar 
which the ſtatutes are placed. As the ſlatutes included in 
this work are no ſyſtem of themſelves, but only additions to 
the law of Scotland, or alterations in it ; it would not only 
be a difficult taſk to exhibit them in a ſy[tematical view, but 
even if that were done, they would make a very imperfect 
appearance: I ſhall not therefore attempt any thing of this 
kind. 

With regard to the giving of titles, it is bard to ſay 
what would be a proper rule for that purpoſe. IWhere the ſta- 
tute regards one ſubject only, or regards ſeveral ſubjects of 
kinds abſolutely different, the proper name of the reſpective 


ſubject is the title. But the difficulty is, where the ſubject 


affords not any one name more remarkable than another, or 
| 15 
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is of ſuch a nature as not to deſerve a title to itſelf, or comes 
always regularly under the ſame rules and proviſions with 
other ſubjects of a kind not very different, In theſe caſes 

ene muſt have recourſe either to relative titles, or to ſuch ge- 

nerical or compound ones as are beſt adapted to bring ſubjects 

of a like kind under one view. In general, although I ſhould 

have choſen titles more known in the Scots law than ſome of 1 
Mr Cay's are; yet, as his are highly proper, and are eſta- 1 | 
bliſhed by a fort of uſe, I have not deviated from them ex- 

cept in very few inſtances, whereof the following are the : 
chief. | | 

Under the general title ScoTtLanD, he has ranged the 
acts regarding Scotland alone, and there has ſubdivided them 
under their particular titles: but in a collection of laws, 
where none are included except ſuch as regard Scotland, 
there ſeems to be no reaſon for ranging the acts that regard 
Scotland alone in a ſeparate claſs from ſuch as equally regard 
both nations. Such a partition muſt have rather increaſed 
than diminiſhed the labour of turning to the laws of either 
kind. I have therefore left out this general title, and, in- 
ſtead of it, ranged in their proper places the particular ti- 
tles; which are the ſame as in Cay, except only that I have 
choſen to range under EQUIVALENT, rather than FunDs, 
the act of 5 Geo. 1. cap. 20, My reaſon was, that the two 
yearly funds of 10,0001. and of 2000 l. by the act made 
payable out of the cuſtoms or exciſe in Scotland, for the pur- 
poſes in the aft mentioned, are thereby declared to be in full 
diſcharge of the Equivalent. 

In the next place, under the title PLavs AND Gangs, 
Mr Cay has placed the acts concerning entertainments of the 
ſtage, and alſs the acts concerning ſeveral ſorts of forbidden 
games. Under the title LoTTER1its, he has placed acts 
concerning public lotteries, and alſo the acts concerning pri- 
vate illicit lotteries, which laſt are of the ſame nature with 
forbidden games. But as 1 have omitted the acts concerning 
public lotteries, for the reaſons before given, I rather choſe 
zo give the entertainments of the ſtage a place by themſelves 
under Plays; and to throw all the laws concerning games 
and privale lotteries under the compound title Gau iN 
AND LOTTERIES, Any other variations JI have made in 
the titles, are too trivial to be mentioned. 

With regard to references, 1 have placed no titles in the 
body of the work with only a reference under it, wo
